ARE THERE TERMITES IN THE DUMP STUMPS? 
(Or - Was It Hot Enough For Oil To Boil?) 

Whether it was hot enough last weekend for 
“Wlicit oil in the area of the old (we rejoice to use 
the word) town dump to boil or not to boil; whether 
the termites in the stumps (also illicit) fanned them- 
selves so rapidly that they set the stumps on fire, 
were matters termed “camouflage” by Selectman 
Frank Hagerty Monday evening during the discsusion 
‘of the dump situation which proved to be as hot as 
the fires themselves. His terminology stemmed from 
the stand taken by Town Manager Courtney that the 
dump itself was not responsible for the fires that have 
plagued the Superintendent of the North Reading 
Sanatorium since he assumed leadership of ‘the in- 
stitution some years ago. 

Reliable reports are that the last fire proved the last 
straw for the good doctor, who proceeded to tell Mr. 
Courtney that if any deaths, directly or indirectly, 
were caused by the fires or the smoke from them that 
it would be murder on the TM’s head. Action is ex- 
pected momentarily from the state to close the dump. 
By doing this before forced to do so by outside agen- 
cies, Wilmington has at least saved some face by 
doing its own housecleaning. 

Those who thought that rubbish collection was go- 
ing to be too expensive for this town are going to have 
a rude awakening when the final figures on the fires, 
caretaker’s salary, and now cost of renting dump space 
in a private dump are added up. And‘for those who 
pay for private collection on top ofthis figure in their 
taxes, rubbish is pretty expensive. 

We congratulate the Board of Health for closing 
the dump at last, and hope that the townspeople will 
listen to their recommendations more ¢arefully in the

In 1905, George 
Strayer published a study 
that reported the distribu-' 
tion of expenditures among) 
the various items of the bud-, 
get. During the same year 
Elliott published 
study that dealt with th 
proportion of expenditures 
for schools and other munt-| 
cipal activities. 

Another early study was| 
pdegraff, published 
by the United States Bureau 
of Education in 1912, In this 
study an analysis made 
of 103 cities, grouped accor-' 
ding to population. In 1919, 
the United States Bureau of 
Education published the re-' 
Dorts entitled, “Statistics of! 
State School Systems” and 
“Statistics of City School 
Systems”, both of which: 
dealt with 1917-1918 data. 

Having received the im-| 
petus from early studies, 
cost analysis have become, 
widespread from city and 
town surveys to state and 
federal cost studies, 

These studies of school 
costs have been a means of 
following and analyzing the 
trends in school costs. In a 
study of the National Edu- 
cation Association, school 
expenditures are given for 
the years 1870 to 1952. This| 
study reveals that expendit 
ures for public elementary 
and secondary schools in the’ 
year 1900 were $214,964,- 
618. 

The enrollment for that 
year was 15,503,110. The 
cost per School pupil was| 
$13.87. In 1952, the total 
school expenditure was $7,- 
$44,237,000, an’ increase of 
$7,129,273,382, over 1900.

The peak year 
cost per pupil was in 1930, 
when it reached $90.22. It 
then dropped rapidly in a) 
four-year span to $65.07 in| 
1934. Since 1934 the trend) 
has been upward and is ever 
increasing. 

An analysis of the causes 
for the increase in school 
costs reveals that increased 
costs are due to a decrease 
in the purchasing power of 
the dollar and an increase 
in attendance and an in- 
crease in services. 

By means of a statistical 
index the purchasing power 
of the school dollar has been 
computed for each year 
from 1900 to 1952. Accord- 
ing to this index, the great- 
sst single cause of the rise 
of educational costs is the 
deerease in purchasing pow- 
er of the dollar. It should be 
;remembered that the ‘‘sch- 
ool dollar” does not always 
have the same value as the 
“cost of living” dollar; at 
times, the value of either 
one may rise above that of 
the other, Generally, how- 
ever, in prosperous times 
purchasing power is lower 
nd more dollars are requir-! 
ed to purchase the same 
goods and services than 
would be required in times’ 
of poorer economic condi- 
tions, when purchasing pow- 
er is higher. 

Second in importance as 
a cause of increased educa- 
tional expenditures is the in- 
crease in school attendance, 
both in elementary and high 
schools, but particularly in 
high schools, This rapid 
growth in the secondary sch- 
ool since 1900 may be ac-' 
counted for in Dart by the 
increasing number ‘of states 
that have passed child labor 
laws, the general higher 
standard of living among 
the people, and the faith of 
the American people in the 
cultural value of high school 
education, ag well as in the 
great economical advantages 
it offers to young people. 

Third in rank as a cause’ 
of the increase in education- 
al costs stands more and bet- 
ter school service. When a 
change took place in the ar- 
ganization set-up from the 
8-4 plan to the 6-8-3 plan 
more secondary school sub- 
jects were introduced, be- 
ginning with the seventh 
grade & continuing through 
the twelfth grade.
